One Dead, Loss 
Heavy In Blast 
At Wisconsin U. 


MADISON, Wis. (A F ) - An 
explosion apparently caused by 
a bomb killed one person and 
heavily damaged a mathemat­ 
ics building containing millions 
of dollars worth of equipment at 
the University of Wisconsin 
to­ 
day. Police said a graduate stu­ 
dent was killed and two re­ 
searchers and a watchman were 
injured. 
Nearby 
buildings 
also were 
damaged. 
Lt. Kenneth Buss said police 
received a telephone call at 3 40 
a.m. from a person who said 
there was a bomb planted in the 
building. 
Buss said, “ At 3:42 the build­ 
ing exploded. There was a flash 
fire.” 
Robert Fassnacht, 30, Madi­ 
son, a graduate student, mar­ 
ried and the father of three chil­ 
dren, was killed. 
University officials said it was

JE R U S A L E M (A P ) - Israel

Norse Iron Works 


On Site O f WCH?

Strong evidence has come to 
light 
that 
the 
Vikings, 
or 


Norsemen, 
operated 
an 
iron 
furnace right here within the 
confines of Washington C. H. 
before 
Christopher 
Columbus 
was born. 


Amazing as it may seem, this 
furnace appears to have been 
located 
on 
property 
which 
Richard 
Waters 
Jr. 
is 
now 
developing 
along 
Robinson 
Road, south of Elm Street for 
a 
modern 
mobile 
home-court 
and sales area. 
The evidence consists of a 
16-pound piece of ancient iron, 
bi ought to the surface from a 
depth of about two feet, dozens 
of pieces of stone glazed by 
heat from a possible Viking type 
furnace, and iron slag, such as 
found about a half score of 


other Viking furnaces chiefly in 
Ross County, and particularly 
on Spruce H ill. Jack English 
was 
present 
when 
waters 
unearthed the iron. 
It would seem apparent that 
this is ancient iron, of the type 
produced by the venturesome 
Vikings 
hundreds 
of 
years 
before 
Columbus. 
C l o s e 
examination shows it must have 
been made near the spot where 
found, 
for 
imbedded 
in 
the 
surface 
were 
portions 
of 
limestone rocks. 
The 
entire 
piece 
of 
iron 
appeared 
to 
have 
been 
impregnated with more than a 
usual 
amount 
of 
limestone, 
which apparently has done much 
toward preserving it. 
A small section w ill be sawed 
off and portions sent to two or 
three 
scientists 
for 
chemical

W ASHINGTON (A P ) - Sen. 


J. W. Fulbright says the United 


Nations, using force if neces­ 


sary, should settle the Mideast 
conflict 
by 
restoring 
pre-war 
borders and patrolling neutral­ 
ized zones on both sides. 


And, “ as an accommodation 
. . . of Israel’s mistrust of the 
United Nations,” Fulbright sug­ 
gests the United States follow 
up with a treaty guarantee of Is­ 
rael’s security after she with­ 
draws from territories occupied 
in 1967. 


F ill bright,

Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, formally advanced the 
proposals in 
a 37-page 
speech 


prepared for floor delivery to­ 
day. 
In briefing newsmen earlier, 
he commented that the plan 
could “ bring the United Nations 
back to life.” 
The Arkansas Democrat noted 
that the U.N. Charter provides 
the authority to create a police

boycott of five products that the 
movement contends insult wom­ 
en in their advertisements. 
The National Organization of 
Women—NOW—-said 
it

identify the

NOW 
said the products treat women 
as “ deodorized young meat.” 
The 
strike’s 
goals 
are 
job 
equality, free day-care centers 
and free abortions. 
NOW launched its strike week 
activities Sunday at a service in 
the Arlington Street unitarian 
Universalist Church in Boston. 
Betty Friedan, founder of the 
organization and author of “ The 
Fem inine Mystique,” predicted 
millions of women would boy­ 
cott their jobs and close down 


their kitchens Wednesday.

fice,” she said, “ and sit them on

Marietta Hotel

M A RIETTA , Ohio (A P )—Fire­ 
men this morning brought under 
control a fire that gutted down­ 
town M arietta’s Pinkerton Hotel.
